IDABEL, Ok., Aug. 1 (AP). wm 


their lives today to a quick-think- 
ing country doctor who rigged up 
an oxygen-breathing device from a 
fruit: jar, four lengths of rubber 
tubing and a drum of ordinary 
welder’s oxygen. 


The infants are Charles and Lar- 
rie Faulkner,- born April 8. 

A few weeks ago they contract- 
ed whooping cough. Their condi- 
tion did not become grave until 
the other day. Then their respira- 
tion nearly stopped. 

The 29-year-old attending phy- 
sician, Dr, George K. Fisher, sent 
out a hurry call for oxygen to a 
nearby welding shop, obtained an 
ordinary fruit jar from the mother, 
four lengths of rubber tubing from 
the father, Louis Faulkner, and 
telephoned his office for a stomach 
pump. 

By the time the drum of 1 
—99.50 per cent pure—arrived, 
Fisher had most of his home-made 
apparatus ready. One tube was 
run through the cover to the bot- 
tom of the jar, ‘which had been 
filled with sterilized water. The 
others were fed just through the 
top. Two were placed :in the nos- 
trils of the twins and the oxygen 
released through the. water, so it 
could be measured. | 

Once the infants’ respiration was 
improved, Dr. Fisher fashioned a 
nose mask from the stomach pump 
and attached it to the remaining 
tube. 

Welder’s oxygen was the only 
oxygen within 75 miles.

|Gerling holds that such fire escapes 
are “next to useless” and hazards 
in themselves because of the danger 
of children stampeding. He said, 
however, he knew of no plan to re- 
move this fire escape. Outside fire 
escapes are required by State law 
on all schools of three-story height. 

Fire hazard No. 2 is the annex 
of the Ames School at 1313 Hebert 
street, built in 1873, and now used, 


* during school terms, by 180 kinder- 


garten and first grade pupils.

With pickets limited to five at 
each gate under a police enforced 
proclamation prohibiting “riotous 
assembly or mass formation” with- 
in 500 yards of the 40-acre plant, 
strikers picketed behind the lines,

The restriction, ordered after 
clashes between police and strikers 
sent 46 persons to hospitals yester- 
day, brought a charge of “violation 
of civil rights” from an official of 
the CIO United Automobile Work- 
ers sponsoring the strike. 

After a closed union meeting at 
a hall outside the restricted zone, 
Paul E, Miley, CIO executive board 
member, asserted: “The restricted 
zone is purely a violation of civil 
rights, We’re going to use every 
avenue we can to have it amended.”

TWO ALCATRAZ CONVICTS WIN 
SHORT STORY CONTEST PRIZES 


Inmates $f 14 Federal Prisons Sub- 
mit 173 Manuscripts to 
- UO. S. Bureau. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP). — 
The Federal Bureau of Prisons, 
which boasts a versatile clientele, 
conducted a short story contest in 
14 institutions and received 173 
manuscripts. 

Of these, 16 were entered from 
Alcatraz prison at San Francisco— 
and inmates of “The Rock” car- 
ried off two prizes and two honor- 
able mentions. 

The bureau captioned the an- 
nouncement: “Inmates of Alcatraz 
Are Taking to the Pen.” 


The pupils, ranging in age be- 
tween 8 and 16, use three rooms 
on the first floor and five on the 
second. They do not use the third 
floor, in which the Division of 
Tests and Measurements formerly 
had its headquarters. The attic 
is now merely a dust-filled store- 
room for an odd collection of books 
which includes’ bound volumes of 
the New Republic, some scattered 
editions of Who’s Who, and vari- 
ous statistical tomes, 

Floors on the first floor are hard- 
wood from which all the varnish 
has been worn. Attic floors are of 
soft wood. The principal staircase 
going to the second floor is of 
golden oak and has three turns. A 
narrow back stairway has one 
turn. The fire escape goes from 


| the third floor down, with a land- 


ing on the second floor opening 
on a large window. 
Stairways Close Together. 

There are three doors on the 
first floor out of which the chil- 
dren could flee in the event of 
fire.

Aug. 1 
(AP).—The Parish grand jury yes- 
terday indicted Leon C. Weiss, 
prominent New Orleans architect 
who designed the ornate Louisiana 
State Capitol, on charges of aid- 
ing and abettting Dr. James Mon- 
roe Smith, former Louisiana State 
University president, in perpetrat- 
ing an embezzlement. 

The indictment alleges Weiss aid- 
ed and abetted Smith in embezzling

chased by the university late in 
1936. The fee represented 1 per

Just before the final vote, the 
Senate accepted an amendment by 
Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, to 
make bonds issued under the pro- 
gram taxable by both Federal and 
state governments. It also insert- 
ed a proposal by Barkley to in-

Barkley explained that his amend- 
ment made no change in the pres- 
ent borrowing power of the RFC 
and did not affect the total of the 
bill.

William P. Lightholder, an em- 
ploye of the William J. Murray 
Realty Co. for 32 years, got to 
work an hour before schedule to- 
day and surprised associates with 
an unexpected display of energy 
in his business activities. For, as| 


Lightholder explained, “Like a bolt 
out of the sky I now find myself 
owner of the firm.” 

This pleasant surprise came to 
Lightholder yesterday when the 
‘will of his former employer, Miss 
Mary 8S. Murray, president of the 
company, was filed in Probate 
Court. All of the business and 
good will of the concern was left 
by Miss Murray to Lightholder in 
addition to a specific cash bequest 
to him of $5000. 

Specific bequests of $82,000, in- 
cluding $57,000 to 15 Catholic or- 
ganizations, were made in the will. 
Lightholder, John Needham, a 
cousin of Miss Murray, and Henry 
Meisch, an employe of the firm, 
will share equally the residual es- 
tate after payment of the bequests. 
The estate is estimated at $100,000. 

Lightholder took time out this 
morning, between answering tele- 
phone calls, checking the books 
and talking to his collectors, to tell 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
was undoubtedly the happiest man 
in St. Louis. “What with a busi- 
ness of my own, and living in sin- 
gle blessedness, I know of nothing 
more a man could ask for,” he 
said.

State and city officials to withhold 


ithe threatened enforcement of the 


State truck law against them until 
the courts have determined wheth- 
er the local truckers are subject 


to the common carrier permit re- 
quirements, left without any assur- 
ance that the enforcement drive 
would not be extended to them. 

The request was made by attor- 
neys for the Association of Team 
and Truck Owners of St. Louis, an 
organization of truckers engaged in 
a local hauling business in St. Louis 
and its suburban area, to James 
H. Linton, general counsel for the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion, and City Counselor Edgar H. 
Wayman, at a conference in Way- 
man’s office. 

The local hauling firms contend- 
ed they are not required to pay an- 
nual common carrier permit fees 
ranging from $25 to $500 a truck, 
under a provision of the law ex- 
empting local truck and transpor- 
tation companies which operate 
over regular routes within a mu- 
nicipality and its suburban terri- 
tory. 

Linton told reporters after the 
meeting that he had no authority 
to speak for the commission, which 
has jurisdiction in the matter. -He 
asserted, however, it was his per- 


sonal opinion that the local truck- 
ers were operating as common car- 
riers and, therefore, were required 
to pay the fees. He said he would 


submit a report of the conference; 


to the commission, but without rec- 
ommendation. 

“If the law is applicable to: these 
truckers it should be enforce 
Linton said, “The law should not 
be enforced in one place and fore- 
gone in another.” 

City Counselor Wayman said he 
had told the truckers’ representa- 
tives that the request should have 
been made to the Public Service 
Commission, as a State law is in- 
volved and the question of enforce- 
ment is up to the commission. He 
said the interpretation of the law 
‘was a matter for the commission 
‘and the courts.

HERE’S a rule in the baseball 
Too that a catcher or base- 

man may not block a run- 
ner’s path to-a base unless the 
catcher or baseman has the ball 
in his possession.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Aug. 1 (AP). 
—Keeping one eye on the fast- 
moving Cincinnati Reds and an- 
other on 1940, the Pirates today bet 
four players and a sizable bundle 
of cash that “the biggest man in 
baseball” would prop up their in- 
jury-riddled pitching staff. 

President Bill Benswanger and 
Manager Pie Traynor silently stole 
away on an off day to annex serv- 
ices of John A. Gee Jr., 23-Year-old 
southpaw who towers nine inches 
above the six-foot altitude and tips 
the scales at 215 pounds. 

The giant flinger has been 
setting the International League 
ablaze by his brilliant performance 
with the Syracuse club. He won 17 
games and lost 11 last year in his 
first full campaign sihce leaving 
the University of Michigan. His rec- 
ord for 1939 is much more impos- 
ing with 16 victories, four defeats, 
90 strikeouts. 

The Giants, Cubs, Yankees, Reds 
and Senators were understood to 
be on the hurlers trail but Ben- 
swanger’s bid proved the most at- 
tractive. Cash in the deal reported- 
ly runs well into five figures. The 
four players kicked in are for de- 
livery next spring and will not be 
named until then. Gee joins the 
Bucs Sept. 10, unless Syracuse 
winds up in the International play- 
off series. 

The former basketball center is 
the second recent addition in a 
1940 remodeling campaign.

a bill calling for the addition of more than three 


billion dollars to the national debt. The bill, on 
its face, is not a carefully and deliberately planned 
measure for mobilizing idle capital but a medley of 
unrelated and hastily contrived schemes scrambled 
together upon sudden notice. 

A half billion dollars to spend in calling from its 
unmourned grave the outmoded institution of the 
toll road and toll bridge. Another half billion to 
go to the Export-Import Bank, which only a few 
weeks before had received from Congress a loan 
fund practically as large as it thought it could 
advantageously use. A half billion more to provide 
railroads with rolling stock which, rail executives 
testify, they can readily provide for themselves by 
the sale of low-interest equipment-trust certificates. 
And so through the bill as a whole. 

If the administration finds Congress in bad-tem- 
pered revolt, it should reflect that neither the spend- 
ing-lending bill itself nor the manner of its presen- 
tation was such as to inspire discipline. 

The Senate has adopted the O'Mahoney amendment 
to forbid the use of any funds authorized under the 


| new program on projects which would compete with 


| 


private enterprise. Pump-priming having failed to 
bring recovery, the Senate wants to give private 
enterprise a chance to see what it can do. 

Although this attitude may reflect the prevailing 
phase of public opinion, there is the gravest doubt 
as to whether a mere slowing up in spending and a 
friendlier attitude toward business on the part of 
the Government would of themselves bring recovery. 
There are important adjustments which remain to be 
made—adjustments which call for vigorous leader- 
ship and -positive action. 

But deficit spending, as we have seen it prac- 
ticed, does nothing more than postpone the time 
when these problems must be faced. It is not a 
remedy for our economic ills, but merely a narcotic 
to deaden the pain. No one can contend that run- 
ning the national debt up to an astronomic figure is 
any real solution to the problem of bringing the 
nation’s productive capacity and its distributive ma- 
chinery into balance. 

The sooner Congress fortifies itself to act on this 
principle, the sooner we will be ready to make a 
frontal attack on the paradox of want in the midst 
of potential plenty.

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SMOKELESS FUEL RESEARCH ASSURED. 

Experimentation in the development of smokeless 
fuel from Illinois coal is assured with Gov. Horner’s 
approval of the coal research bill of State Repre- 
sentative Johnson of Belleville. Appropriations ex- 
ceeded the budget at the session recently closed at 
Springfield, and so, along with many other measures, 
the coal bill, calling for an expenditure of $300,000, 
was trimmed by the Governor in order to keep Illinois 
on a pay-as-you-go basis. In the form that it becomes 
law, the bill provides $180,000 for establishing a labo- 
ratory at the University of Illinois and experimenta- 
tion during the biennium. We have the Governor's 
assurance that the sum allowed will be adequate. 

This is a piece of legislation which should benefit 
both the Illinois coal industry and one of its most

But although the new division tends to correct certain 
previous inequalities, the amount allotted the city 
is still so small as to be glaringly inadequate. 

St. Louis will receive for relief in August $126,000. 
Against this set the figure of $160,789 which John K. 
Rowland, city Social Security Administrator, esti- 
mates as necessary to provide what has hitherto been 
regarded as the minimum possible budget of relief 
clients for the month. 

Food and rents alone amounted in June to slightly 
more than the total allotment of funds for all pur- 
poses for August. If food and rent payments were 
continued on the same basis as heretofore, there 
would be nothing at all for clothes, fuel, utility rates, 
carfare to clinics, administrative expense
